LONDON, Oct. 22.—The 
tas been summoned to meet early 
week for the purpose of discussing the 
Fashoda question. It ts understood that 
the government proposes to take the steps 
necessary to insist upon an early and defin- 
ite statement on the eubject from France. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—The British Admiralty 
has ordered every seagoing warship ‘to 
have its crew made up to the full comple- 


ment, as is ordered in case of mobiliza- 


tion. 

The order of the British Admiralty prac- 
tically means the complete telling off pros- 
pectively of every ship’s company in de- 
tail. Four torpedo boat destroyers which 
were about to be fitted with new water 
tube boilers gave had their orders counter- 
manded and’have been instructed ‘to re- 
draw their stores. 

Officers on leave of absence or unem- 
ployed have been notified to hold themselves 
in readiness to commission the reserve 
ehiips if required. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 22.—Commenting 
upon the recent speech of the British Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
jeach, the Novoe Vremya charges the 
chancellor with making a vYiolent attack 
upon the French Government, and says he 
failed to bear in mind that France has in 
Russia ‘‘an ally resolved to support her in 
the Fashoda question, in view of the ll 
solidarity of their interests.”’

SPAIN'S. GAME, 


No Real Progress Made by the 
Peace Commission. 


TROUBLE IN FRANCE MAY. 
FURTHER HER PURPOSE. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
UNITED STATES HAVE BEEN 
TOLERANT TO EXTREME. 


PHILIPPINE QUESTION 
NOT YET CONSIDERED. 


Firm Stand Taken on the Cuban Debt 
Proposition, but the Vanquished 
- Persist in More Protests 
of Length.

PARIS, Oct. 22.—The Peace Commission 
proceedings have reached a serious dead- 
lock, The American commissioners now 
appear to see what has been patent to 
outside observers for the last fortnight— 
that the Spaniards are adopting a deliberate 
policy of delay. 

As already cabled to the Post-Dispatch, 
the Spaniards were definitely and decisive- 
ly informed that the United States could 
assume’ no responsibility for the Cuban 
debt, and they were invited in firm lan- 
guage to proceéd to the consideration of 
the next point arising on the protocol. 

Instead of following that suggestion they 
have presented a series bf voluminous 
memoranda in answer to the American ar- 
guments on the debt question, and also 
brought forward alternative proposals, 

The Spanish commissioners evidently wish 
to prevent any definite step being taken un- 
til an Anglo-French crisis develops, for an 
outbreak of war would afford a chance for 
further delay in completing the treaty. 
They are presuming on the courtesy and 
generosity of the American commissioners, 
who have treated their dilatory tactics 
with undue consideration. 

The Peace Commission yesterday ad- 
journed until Monday. 

fhe statement is again made that the 
Philippine question has not yet been con- 
sidered by the commissioners. 

Thus far, there have been seven joint ses- 
sions, four cf which have been devoted to 
the discussion of the first article of the 
protocol. In this manner two weeks have 
passed and no result has been reached. 

An effort is being made here to create the 
impression that there is some misunder- 
standing between the United States and 
Spain regarding the Philippine Islands, out- 
Side of the statement contained in the 
third article of the protocol. 

The purpose of the United States and the 
agreement arrived at with Spain was that 
the control and government of the Philip- 
pine Islands should be decided by the com- 
mission now sitting here, and Spain under- 
stood that the protocol did not determine 
anything as to Spain's ultimate sovereignty 
in the Philippine Islands. It was under- 
stood by both powers that the protocol was 
a compact by which it agreed that the 
peace commissions should determine the 
future disposition of the Philippine Islands 
This will be done when the Cuban question 
is settled and after the — relating to 
Porto Rico and the Ladrones have been 
passed upon.

It is situated on a bill overlooking San- 
tlago Bay and we can see Morro Castle off in 
the distance with the gunken ships in the har- 
bor and with the mountains in the background 
and the Cuban sun sinking to rest at night, it 
is indeed a beautiful picture. 

Now about our work here among the poor 
soldier boys Well, everything is being done 
for them within reason, in spite of the many 
reports to the contrary, as we see In the daily 
papers, and T am sure there is no reom for 
complaints at this end. They have eggs at the 
rate of 10 cents per egg, soups, fresh meat, 
in fact, they have everything the island affords 
for their benefit and comfort, and they have 
comfortable cots and plenty of clean linen, ete., 
and I really think, taking the circumstances 
into consideration, that they are treated as 
well as they possibly could be.

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DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 

Why should a street car corporation be allowed to injure a 
citizen's property without recourse? 

The third parallel lines demanded by the Lindell Company 
are not needed by the community and their construction will 
be equivalent to the forcible abstraction of several thousands 
of dollars from the pockets of private citizens without con- 
sideration. 

A street car line along a city street is very different from a 
Similar line along a country road. 

The car line on the country road invariably helps property 
Values. Such a line is always welcome.

My baby is three months old. She ts troubled 
quite frequently with the snuffles, which makes 
her very restless.

WHILE RABY IS NURSING. 

Pleose advise how often a baby of one month 
should be nursed and about how long he should 
stay at the breast. My baby nurses from half an 
hour to one hour every time I nurse him, which is 
about every two hours. Should bis mouth be 
washed out every day?

The baby should be nursed during the 
first six weeks about once in two hours 
from at least 6 o’clock in the morning un- 
til 10 or 11 at night. No healthy infant re- 
quires to be nursed through the night—that 
fs to say, from about 11 p. m. wntil about 
5a. m. A very young baby may be trained 
to sleep as it should and thus procure the 
mother six hours of uninterrupted repose, 
which is of the very gravest importance 
for her health and strength. A little perse-

Wher the voter goes to cast his ballot 
he is givan one of these sets of tickets and 
flakes it into the booth. Having selected the 
ticket he wishes to vote in the main, he 
fears it out and makes such changes in 
it as he Wishes. He then folds the ticket 
he has toru out and also the rest of the 
set of ballots that he wishes to reject. Re- 
turning to the election officers, he gives 
to the ae the ballot he wishes to vote, 
The rejected ballots he hands to a cierk, 
whose duty it is to count them. 

Right here in the counttg of the re- 
pee ballots is where Mr. Saunders be- 

@Ves the secrecy that hag surrounded the 
act of voting will be destroyed. 

Hie holds that it will be next to impos- 
Bible for the clerk. granting that he is pos- 
@essed of the very best intentions, to pre- 
Vent the representatives of either party 
who may watch the counting to see that it 
is properly done, from seeing and noting 
Which balict is absent from the book. 

Mr. Saunders demonstrated this by going 
through the motions of counting a bunch of 
ballots, and it Is beyond question that at 
least the clerk who does the counting and

Taxpayers of Hamilton, Cook and Ev- 
ans Avenue Preparing to Call 
on the Mayor in a Body. 


There is a possibility that the Mayor 
may decline to receive any delegations for 
Or against the Lindell grab bill, and that 
he will take action on it without hearing 
the arguments against the measure, 

Col. George J. Chapman and Charles B. 
Smythe, a committee appointed by the Cook 
and Channing avenues property-owners at 
their meeting Friday night, called on the 
Mayor early Saturday morning for the pur- 
pose of asking him to fix a date for a hear- 
ing on the bill, and the Mayor declined em- 
phatically to do 6o. 

The Mayor told these gentlemen that he 
had been greatly annoyed by delegations of 
citizens who had e¢alled on him to either 


protest aga.nst or plead for the signin 
the bill. ° . . of 

He said a committee favoring tne signing 
of the bill had just left his office. 

“The only promise I can make,” said the 
Mayor, “is that I will go over the entire 
route of the proposed road. I will see just 
where the road is intended to run and w.ll 
form my conclusions as to the merits of 
the bill.’’ 

Mr. Smythe and Col. Chapman said they 
hoped the Mayor would do this and were 
éure he would easily detect the objections 
to the bill, but they hoped he would aiso 
permit the objectors to be heard, 

sut the Mayor was ebdurate, and sald he 

ould fix no time for a hearing, nor would 
he promise that a hearing would be al- 
lowed. 

The committee was forced to accept the 
situation. Both members expressed the be- 
lief that no hearing would be allowed. 

“These delegations that have visited the 
Mayor for the purpose of advocating the 
signing of the bill,” said Mr. Smythe, “are 
made up of persons who do not live on 
the route of the proposed road. They are 
sent here by the Lindell Railway Co. to 
create an impression in the Mayor’s mind 
that a great many people are demanding 
the signing of the Dill. No person who 
lives on the proposed route of the road 
would advocate such an iniquity.” 

That the Mayor will sign the bill is not 
doubted by the most sanguine of the ag- 
grieved property owners. They are firm- 
ly convinced the approval of the bill was 
bargained for by Manager Baumhoff of the 
Lindell road when he gave his powerful 
support to the charter amendments. They 
believe the ‘Mayor is up a tree on this 
proposition, and that just at this time, 
when Mr. Baumboff’s support is needed for 
the Mayor's city ticket, the city’s chief ex- 
ecutive will not dare to thwart Mr. Baum- 
heft’s plans. 

The peaceable residents of Hamilton ave- 
nue in the Cabanne district are organizing 
a brigade to join the forces of opposition 
to the Lindell grab bill 

They held a preliminary meeting Friday 
night. A public meeting will ‘be held Mon- 
day night. They will then attach them-

They were invited to 
meet Friday night at the residence of Mr. 
Laughlin ‘ 

Nearly all who were invited attended the 
meeting. A few who could not be present 
sent word they would co-operate fully in 
whatever course should be decided upon. 

Mr. Laughlin presided and stated the 
purpose of the call, Addresses were made 
by John Hill, Rev. Kendrick, R. M. Ham- 
iiton,. Louis Mediconil, Mr. Fish, Mr, 
Thompson and others. 

The sentiment of opposition was unani- 
mous and etrong. It was contended that 
Hamilton avenue was a quiet residence 
street, on which most of the residents had 
bought homes because of its freedom from 
street car tracks; that their neace of mind 
would be destroyed by anxiety for the 
safety of their children every time they 
went out; that there were ample street 
car facilities for the district, and that 
more than enough was a nuisance. 

Attention was also drawn to the fact 
that although an ordinance had been 
passed providing for the paving of the 
street with brick, and work had already 
been begun, there was no provision in the 
franchise ordinance for the railroad com- 
pany to bear any portion of the cost of 
this reconstruction or of the maintenance 
of the street afterward.
